HIS title seems to summarise the state of affairs 
which has developed in the Building Industry and 
one which is growing worse. Suggestions have been 
heard to the effect that it was very unfortunate that the 
licensing of building work had ceased even if the idea 
is somewhat unpalatable to the leaders of the contract- 
ing industry It is claimed that the withdrawal of 
licensing the scramble for the available 
labour to reach an absurd state as there is no doubt 
that there is nothing like sufficient labour for the work 
in progress to permit it to be completed expeditiously 
4 main point that has been made is that the overheads 
on building contracts have grown enormously because 
of the delay in completing any operation, as it is nearly 
impossible to keep a sufficient number of operatives on 
a job at any one time to complete the work of each 
trade sufficiently fast to fall in with an economic pro- 
gramme of work, and moreover the labour is moved 
from job to job to keep up the appearance of progress 
Many smaller builders complain that they cannot keep 
their labour because some firms, especially large ones, 
do not seem to mind what rates of pay above the agreed 
Union rates they offer to get hold of labour. Another 
observation is that since the smaller firms usually pro- 
vide more managerial supervision the labour is expected 
to work harder. Furthermore it is said that the larger 
firms have the types of job on which almost any amount 
of overtime can be paid, which ts a terrific incentive to 
attract labour away from the smaller contractor whose 
customers are usually unwilling to pay 
include for payment of a great deal of overtime 
These statements, if they are true, and they seem to 
be must cause hard thinking among the builders, and 
it seems there are those who are beginning to wonder 
whether the industry is not nearing the point of pricing 
itself out of the market except for the most essential 
building and for work for public authorities, which 
goes on almost regardless of cost and merely adds to 
the burden of the rate payers

I understand that Messrs. Tretol have sent out a large 
number of invitations to “Professional Men” to see the 
exhibition. 

Perhaps it could be arranged after the Building 
Exhibition has closed, for a select number of designs to 
be put up at the Building Centre and subsequently in 
halls of other professions.

I thought the three premiated designs were well 
presented and excellent for reproduction. 

Until recently I was inclined to agree with my 
opposite number Astragal that competitions were of 
dubious value. My mind was changed when I hap- 
pened to see in Eastbourne a display of drawings and 
model prepared in the Borough Engineer’s department 
(which includes qualified architects) for a Winter- 
garden, which I am told have caused considerable 
controversy in Eastbourne. 

I thought that if it was agreed to build a Winter- 
garden it should be the subject of an open competition. 
I feel certain that it would produce some designs com- 
parable to the Bexhill Pavilion, which the designs on 
view certainly are not. 


ANOTHER YEAR? 


When Professor Richardson was elected P.R.A. at 
the age of 74 1 remember thinking that as his appoint- 
ment could only last one year is was unlikely to do 
much harm and would certainly be funny.

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Examination in Professional 
and Practical Experience 


The following statement has been 
received from the Secretary of the 
R.LB.A.: 

The concession in respect of the 
period of practical experience made to 
those who started their architectural 
training before the Ist November, 
1949, ended on the Ist November, 
1955, and all candidates are now re- 
quired to comply with the following 
regulation 


“Twelve months’ practical ex- 
perience in an architectural office or 
department, or in a suitable techni- 
cal capacity on building work in 
course of construction must be 
gained after passing the other sub- 
jects in the R.I.B.A Final or Special 
Final Examination, or an examina- 
tion recognised for the Associateship 
or for registration, before the Asso- 
ciateship or registration can 
actually be attained The follow- 
ing exceptions are made 

(1) Candidates passing the other 
subjects of (a) the R.1.B.A. Final or 
Special Final Examination, or (b) 
the examinations at the Schools of 
Architecture recognised for the 
Associateship and for registration, 
will be allowed to take the Profes- 
sional Practice and Practical Experi- 
ence Examination at the first oppor- 
tunity after passing the other sub- 
jects of those examinations provided 
that they submit satisfactory evid- 
ence of having spent, before passing 
those examinations, a minimum 
period of six years in an architec- 
tural office or department or in a 
suitable technical capacity on build- 
ing work in course of construction. 

(2) Candidates at Recognised 
Schools of Architecture qualifying 
for the Associateship or for regis- 
tration by the successful completion 
of a part-time or evening course 
exempting from the R.I.B.A. Inter- 
mediate Examination, followed as a 
minimum by the last two years of a 
Degree or Diploma Course, will be 
allowed to take the Professional 
and Practical Experience 
Examination at the first opportunity 
after qualifying.” 


The Council of the Royal Institute 
have decided that with effect from the 
Ist November, 1962, the minimum 
period of practical experience to be 
gained by candidates for the Associate- 
ship R.LB.A, shall be two years, of 
which at least one year must be sub- 
sequent to the Final or equivalent 
recognised examination (excepting the 
examination in Professional Practice 
and Practical Experience).

The Council of the Royal Institute 
have also decided that with effect from 
the Ist November, 1962, exceptions 
(1) and (2) referred to above will be 
abolished, and no exceptions will be 
made to the regulation, which will

Rissen-Kent stated in evidence that 
he was the sole partner in the firm, 
and he was not registered as an archi- 
tect. He did not intend to apply for 
registration, because as an architect 
he would not be allowed to advertise, 
and in view of his practice as an 
auctioneer and surveyor it would be 
foolish for him to seek registration 


He stated that at the time the ad- 
vertisement was published he had on 
his staff a registered architect who 
was employed solely in connection 
with the architectural work under- 
taken by the firm 


In cross-examination, he said that 
he had not seen the advertisement 
before it was published, and had he 
done so he would not have allowed 
it to go through.

This system is fundamentally an exploitation 
of all the possible load bearing elements, and is best 
illustrated in the junior classroom block. The dividing 
partitions between the individual classrooms are built 
in 9in brickwork to ensure an acceptable minimum 
sound reduction level.

N a recent visit to an architect 
friend on the borders of 
France, Italy and Switzerland and 
in Paris I had an opportunity to go 
with him to the depots of several 
suppliers of drainage goods and 
Sanitary appliances and to 
examine some of the catalogues of 
manufacturers in these fields 
Not only are the installation 
practices very different, as I had 
often noted on previous visits, but 
a comparison of goods normally 
available in this country with those 
of the Western European countries 
is very interesting. In certain fields 
at least, there seemed to be consid- 
erable differences in quality apart 
from the differences in types of 
goods used. My general impression 
is that we fare very well in this 
country in both respects but none 
the less we have things to learn. 
Firstly in regard to iron 
pipes. These seemed generally to be 
much lighter in weight owing to 
lesser wall thicknesses than are used 
here. I do not recall seeing any 
pipes which corresponded with 
those of our B.S.416 for soil, waste 
and ventilating pipes which seem to 
represent the bulk of pipes used for 
these purposes in this country and I 
certainly saw no equivalent to our 
“extra heavy” and “heavy” grades 
although are probably not 
widely even here rhe 
majority those I saw abroad

I know archi- 
tects who have been using alumin- 
ium tubes as rainwater pipes to 
avoid joints between the eaves 
connections and ground level, so 
longer lengths in rainwater pipes in 
cast iron would probably meet a 
demand if they were to be made. 
On the whole the spun pipes 
seemed to have a finish as good and 
generally better than is normal on 
our sand cast pipes and | 
assured that they are far less porous, 
thus avoiding a frequent cause of 
trouble and this is an important 
factor as the practice of installing 
pipes inside buildings increases. It 
may be we have something to learn 
in this sphere but I am uncertain 
whether the drainage authorities, 
who always seem very conservative 
in their views, would think the very 
thin walls of the foreign pipes are 
adequate to ensure a long life or to 
withstand external damage to which
